_The_pollcn_countdowii_is_about. 
to begin. Sncczin* season strikes* 
again. 

Historically, ragweetl pollen— 
the airborne allergen affecting 
the largest number of sneezers- 
begins appearing in the summer 
breezes during tlic first week of 
August. Before it all ends, about 
250,000 tons of ragiVccd pollen wJlt 
have been transported to itic mil- 
lions of Americans who arc sensi- 
tive to it. . 

If we're lucky and get an early 
frost, hay fever season could end 
shortly after Labor Day, tradi- 
tionally the heaviest part of the 
season. Last year, though, rag- 
weed pollen still was appcaruig 
as late aj^ October 18. All in all, 
1968 was a rough year for hay 
fever • sufferers, wltli tlirce new 
record liighs and 26 days in whicli 
tlic count was above the average 
for the dale. 

Tlie highest count in lOffS was 
830 ragweed polled grains per 
cubic yards of air, recorded at 
the North Chicago plant of Ablwtt 
Laboratories, wlicrc pollen count-, 
ing bus been going on for nearly 
40 years. However, that 830 
count August 25 last year was 
not the all-time high. That was 
a staggering 1,127 ragweed pollen 
grains .on August 31, 1D58.'

to the moon and to the broader 
issue of outer space; 

It is. 11 years since- the Con- 
gie'ss enacted the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Act at" the re- 
quest of the late President Eisen- 
hower. Five years later, In 19fi3, 
the late President John F. Kon- 
netly predicted that within this 
decade our nation would land a 
man on the moon. The Eisen- 
]i9wcFpi'0gram-and-4he--Kennedy^ 
prediction were fulfillc)! Sunday, 
July 20. 1M9. when Astronaut 
Neill A. Armstrong set foot on 
the lunar surface hi the area 
named the Sea ot Tranquility. 

In addition to the pride and 
sense of the national achieve- 
ment which permeated the Unit- 
ed States' Caphol, the Members of 
the Senate ami the House of Rep- 
resentatives began preparations 
for a dramatic joint session at 
which the Astronauts, Neil A. 
Armstrong. Edwiin E. Aldrin, Jr.. 
and Michael Collins, will appear 
to report first-hand on the suc- 
cessful 8-day flight of Apollo 11. 
The Congressional emphasis 
has been on the peaceful ulilizn* 
tion of space and on the benefits 
from the substantial scientific 
fall-out. In addition to the ex- 
ploratory experiments conducted 
in outer space, our nation has 
witnessed outstanding advances 
in electronics, expanded use of 
automatic data processing, Ini-" 
provements In world-wide com- 
munications through the U9e of 
orbiting satellites, and other con- 
tributions to mankind,' Indeed, 
these are but a few examples of 
the valuable dividends' which 
have accbmpani,ed our success- 
ful space program. ' 

The Congressional deliberations 
will now, bo directed toward fu- 
ture activities of the- National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis- 
tration (NASA*. The develop- 
ment of permanent space' labora- 
tories, where personnel will be 
permanently based in . orbit 
around the cartii, as well- as a 
possible space station orbiting 
the monn,_are_arnongJhe future 
projects to be included in bur na- 
tional space program. 

Longer range programs such 
as possiidc journeys to (he planet 
Mars are within the realm nf 
possibility before the year 2000. 
While such journeys would re- 
quire several months, travel time 
could be substantially reduced if 
nuclear energy were to replace 
the known typos of liquid and 
solid propcUants. Meanwhile, 
the flights of Apollos 12 to 20 
will be undertaken with addi- 
tional landings designed to ex- 
plore other areas of the moon. 

Some Members of Congress, re- 
flecting on the materiol needs 
of our less fortunate citizens, 
space program in order to pro- 
space progra min order to pro- 
vide additional Federal funds for 
the poorer areas of our cities. 
But those 'who would abandon 
the spacc' program fail to recog- 
nize the scientific advances, and 
other broad benefits to mankind 
which ore opened up by pro- 
grams of space exploration. They 
appear to lack confidence In the 
future of mankind. 

The prevailing sentiment ui 
the Congress was voiced by the 
Majority Whip of the House, Con- 
gressman Hale Boggs of I.,ouis- 
iana, who declared; ~~^- 

•'Exploration is really the es- 
sence of the Human Spirit, the 
ultimate human act. God, In his 
Wisdom, gave Ynen inquiring 
minds. To deny the eternal quest 
for knowledge is to deny our 
humanity. . . /^y ' 

VSpace exploration is already 
redounding to the benefit of our 
science, our technology, and our 
commerce. I believe space ex- 
ploration-holds .even greater 
benefits— benefits we cannot en- 
vision.at present r- which will aid 
us greatly. |h solving our prob-

Rjchard F.'^Kcnnedy and Rich- 
ard D, Newlund. Lake County co- 
chairmen for U.-S. Savings Bonds, 
was today . queried about the 
Treasury request to Congress to/ 
remove tiie interest rale ceiling 
on Savings Bonds and other.

Both E and H Bonds 
would enjoy an automatic exten- 
sion period, The 'present 5 per 
cent rate on Freedom Shares 
would continue unchangctl until 
they arc removed from, sale (i 
months after the. proposed legis- 
lation becomes law. Authority to 
extend Freedom. Shares at matur- 
ity is included in the Treasury's 
request.
